Taxable sales show big increase

City editor 
Taxable retail sales in Lompoc in­ 
creased by 16.S per cent in 1976 over the 
previous year — more than double the 
overall increase in California and better 
than 50 per cent more than all of Santa 
Barbara County. 
The total taxable sales of all outlets in 
the community was $60,921,000 in 1975, 
compared to $52,461,000 in the previous 
year. 
Taking into account the statewide in­ 
flation rate of 10.5 per cent in consumer 
prices during 1975, unit sales actually 
rose 5.8 per cent in the city. On the same 
basis, Santa Barbara County’s 10.5 per 
cent increase in sales means that the 
economy remained even, while the 
state’s 7.9 increase in taxable retail sales 
reflects an actual 2.3 per cent decline 


during the year. 
The 1975 figures have just been 
released by the California State Board of 
Equalization. In its analysis of the 240 
top cities in the state, the board shows 
that every retail store category in Lom­ 
poc registered gains ranging from 3.9 per 
cent (service stations) to 48.7 per cent 
(general merchandise stores). 
The major surge in the latter category 
is directly traceable to the opening of the 
K mart store in Lompoc early in the 
year. 
The IO general merchandise stores did 
$10.4 million in business in 1975, com­ 
pared to the $7 million done by nine 
stores in the previous year. 
Other retail outlet categories, their 
sales, dollar increase and percentage of 
increase are as follows: 
Apparel — Seventeen outlets, $2.3 
million in sales, up $374,000, 19.3 per 


cent. 
Food stores — Fourteen outlets (up 
from 12), sales of $4.7 million, up 
$674,000, 11.1 per cent. 
Packaged liquor — Eight outlets, sales 
of $2.2 million, up $203,000, IO per cent. 
Eating and drinking establishments — 
Forty-four outlets (up from 42), sales of 
$6.3 million, up $832,000, 15.1 per cent. 
Home furnishings and appliances — 
Nineteen outlets (down from 21), sales of 
$3.8 million, up $184,000, 5 per cent. 
Building materials and farm imple­ 
ments — Ten outlets (down from ll), 
sales of $2.5 million, up $477,000, 23.8 per 
cent. 
Auto dealers and automotive supplies 
— Twenty-one units (up from 18), sales 
of $10.4 million, up $522,000, 5.4 per cent. 
Service stations — Twenty-four outlets 
(down from 25), sales of $5.8 million, up 
$222,000, 3.9 per cent. 


Other retail outlets - Sixty stores (up 
from 52), sales of $6.3 million, up 
$222,000, 3.6 per cent. (This category in­ 
cludes drug store sales which, while 
separately listed in 1975 were included in 
the “other outlets” category in the 
previous year. In 1975, drug sales were 
$1.7 million by four outlets. 
All other outlets (including business 
and personal services) — Two hundred 
eighty-nine outlets (up from 261), sales 
of $6.2 million, up $1.2 million, 24.9 per 
cent. 
Total all outlets — Five hundred six­ 
teen outlets (up from 480), sales of $60.9 
million, up $8.5 million, 16.3 per cent. 
The Board of Equalization report 
points out that food store sales figures do 
not include food sold for home consump­ 
tion, on which there is no sales tax, nor 
prescription drugs, which also are non­ 
taxable.

Months ago after the schools’ budget 
was all wrapped up, a man stood up at a 
school board meeting and apologized for 
not paying more attention to school 
board affairs. He said he had just 
received his tax bill and assured the 
trustees that “You have my attention 
now.”

John J. Flaherty of 409 Oakhill 
Terrace, Vandenberg Village, returned 
last night, clutching a pteliminary ver­ 
sion of the district’s 1976-’77 budget and 
wearing a determined expression. 
The occasion was the first gtudy ses­ 
sion on the budget. A final budget must 
be approved early in August. 
Before all that came about, however, 
the school board did the following: 
— Received a report on conflict of in­ 
terest laws and noted that a code cowr­ 
ing the trustees must be approved by 
Oct IO 
— Noted that a committee will be 
formed in a search for alternatives to the 
Initial Teaching Alphabet (ITA), and 
that the new early reading program will 
be implemented, probably in the fall of 
1977. 
— Approved the reversion of a former 
school site in Miguelito Canyon to the es­ 
tate of Maurice A. Balaam. The site was 
abandoned following unification of the 
schools in 1960. A reversionary clause 
stipulated tnat the property must be 
returned to the family when it was no 
longer needed for a school. 
— Approved withdrawal from and the 
dissolution of the California League of 
Federally Aided School Districts. The 
league was formed a few years ago to 
link districts receiving Public Law 874 
impacted aid monies. 
— Approved the formation of a 
Regional Adult Vocational Education 
Council within the boundaries of Allan 
Hancock College District. The new coun­ 
cil supersedes the old north county coor­ 
dinating council which had been formed 
to administer the Regional Occupation 
Program. Assistant Supt. Mel Wilde and 
Gordon deMarrais, district coordinator 
of vocational education, will step down 
from their positions on the original body 


No evidence seen 
of Cuban withdrawal 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. in­ 
telligence reports say there is no 
evidence the Cubans have begun a troop 
withdrawal from Angola. 
The prelim inary reports were 
requested by Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger after Premier Fidel Castro 
told Swedish Prime Minister Olaf Palme 
that Cuban troops were being withdrawn 
on a regular schedule. 
U.S. intelligence sources, who have 
been watching the Cuban presence in 
Angola closely, say the troop level has 
remained at about 15,000, although there 
is some slight fluctuation as troops are 
rotated 


American officials said it is their im­ 
pression that Castro, in his letter to 
Palme, parts of which were read public­ 
ly to Kissinger in Stockholm, was talking 
about future withdrawals 


The officials said the numerical base 
used by the Cubans will also be impor­ 
tant. Last week, the deputy Cuban prime 
minister was reported as saying there 
were 5,000 Cubans in Angola — about 
one-third the U S estimate.

— Approved summer school course of­ 
ferings after noting that only one of a 
series of “level one” courses had at­ 
tracted enough enrollment to justify be­ 
ing offered. Economics survived, but 
plane geometry, earth science and in­ 
troduction to literature did not. 
An estimated 40 persons were in the 
audience when the school board began its 
study of the budget — about half of the 
spectators representing a class in 
government from the adult school. 
The session, coming at the end of the 
regular business, continued until after 
ll .30 p.m., with a break in the middle to 
permit trustee Karl Braun to rush over 
to Lompoc High School in time to hear 
his daughter sing in a school musical 
production. 
Joe Carlin, district business manager, 
led the presentation on the budget. It was 
gloom most of the way as Carlin spelled 
out the uncertainty of revenues and the 
persistent pressures of inflation. 
As projected now, the district would 
have a tax rate of $4.99 per $100 of asses­ 
sed valuation on a total estimated asses­ 
sed valuation of $87,537 million. The 
preliminary tax rate is down 20 cents 
from the current rate. Carlin told the 
trustees — Barbara Berg, Jack Helman, 
Gail Steiger and Kart Braun — that it 
will take about $15,582 million to run the 
district for the next fiscal year beginning 
July I. The figure is up about $234,000 
above the current budget total and does 
not include several items that combined 
to level off the current budget at about 
$18 million. Those latter items — and 
they still must be paid or contended with 
— are an amount for repayment to the 
state school building fund and a special 
fund that was created to contain the one­ 
time only monies of $1.6 million. 
The preliminary budget total of $15,582 
million contains instep salary increases, 
but no cost of living increases, according 
to Carlin, and no increases in fringe 
benefits. Both of the latter items must 
be negotiated with employes, an action 
that cannot be concluded until the magic 
July I date when the state's new collec­ 
tive bargaining law becomes fully effec­ 
tive. 
Trustee Richard K. Jacoby was ab­ 
sent, because of a reported emergency. 
His absence left a void in the study of the 
budget, because, more than most of the 
trustees, it was Jacoby who had solemn­ 
ly announced that the budget would be 
turned upside down in a search for ways 
to reduce costs. 
The study went on nevertheless, with 
Helman taking the lead in probing the ex­ 
penditures, the income, the language, 
the justification. He wondered, at one 
point for example, whether including a 
sum of money for replacement of equip­ 
ment might not encourage the individual 
schools to use the money simply because 
it was there. 
So it went as Carlin spelled out the in­ 
flexibility of the budget — more than 88 
per cent of the budget is already spoken 
for in salaries and fringe benefits — the 
uncertainty of revenues, the grim 
realities of fixed charges and the big 
“if,” the enrollment in the fall No con­ 
clusions were reached, no votes taken. 
The board m u s t a p p r o v e the 
preliminary budget in June, enroute to 
the publication budget and finally the 
final budget in August

President Ford upset Ronald Reagan 
in Tennessee and Kentucky Tuesday and 
won Oregon as expected to split six 
primaries with his GOP rival. Democrat 
Jimmy Carter romped through the 
border states but was stopped cold in the 
West. 
Reagan scored in Arkansas, Idaho and 
Nevada to keep his conservative 
challenge alive into the vital June 8 
California primary. He picked up 24 
delegates on Ford but still trails, 794 to 
640, with 1,130 needed to nominate. 
On the day of the most presidential 
primaries in U.S. history, Carter won 
easily in Arkansas, Kentucky and Ten­ 
nessee. Frank Church drubbed him in 
Oregon and Idaho, and California Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. stopped him in 
Nevada 
“TIM convention will be wide open, not 
open and shut (for Carter),” said a 
jubilant Church of his two victories. 
Ford leaves 
California in 
happy state 


SAN JOSE (UPI) - President Ford 
left California today happy with his visit 
and confident his primary election vic­ 
tories in Kentucky and Tennessee would 
help him win in the state’s primary June 
8 
Ford flew from the San Jose airport 
early today aboard Air Force One, en 
route to Ohio for more politics. He was 
scheduled to be back in Washington 
tonight. 
“This is the end of a very exciting and, 
I think, very encouraging trip to Califor­ 
nia," the President told newsmen. 
He said victories in three of Tuesday’s 
six primaries was more than he ex­ 
pected. 
“That’s not a bad batting average, and 
certainly better than we anticipated — 
and a little disappointing to our op­ 
position,” Ford said. 
He said he was “thrilled by the good 
turnouts” for his appearances in the San 
Jose area and East Bay suburbs. 
When asked about last minute at­ 
tempts to pass state legislation 
abolishing the winner-take-all California 
Republican primary, the President 
declined comment. He said he did not 
hear about the move until this morning. 
“I think that s a matter that the state of 
California and its elected represen­ 
tatives ought to decide,” he said. 
Ford said his meetings with California 
leaders have strengthened his deter­ 
mination to get revenue-extension 
. legislation passed. 
He said that unless Congress approves 
the legislation “ there will be very 
serious consequences ... to all com­ 
munities in California.” 
Mayor Pete Wilson of San Diego told 
him that without the revenue sharing 
from the federal government, the aver­ 
age California property tax rate would 
increase by 54 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, Ford said. 
“ Some presidential hopefuls are 
against general revenue sharing. I think 
my opponent in the Republican primary 
is one,” Ford said.

But Carter harvested 136 more 
Democratic delegates in the all- 
important body count leading to the July 
Democratic convention. His best single 
delegate day gave him a total of 881, with 
1,505 needed to nominate. 
“If after June 8 (the last of the 
primaries), we have 1,200 to 1,300 
delegates,” said the former Georgia 
governor today, “then we have a month 
to convince other uncom m itted 
delegates before the convention.” He 
said he had talked to Chicago Mayor 
Richard Daley “several times” about 
Illinois’ big uncommitted delegation. 
Ford, whose campaign was stalled 
dead by Reagan in the early days of May, 
has now added more than 300 delegates 
to his total since Saturday — when large 
uncommitted blocs in Pennsylvania and 
New York started moving to his 
column. 
“If I’m smiling, I can’t help it,” the 
President said Tuesday night after hear­ 
ing the results of his Kentucky upset. 


Oregon was the only one of the six in 
which Reagan was the underdog. The 
Ford victories in Kentucky and Tennes­ 
see — although by narrow margins — 
dented Reagan’s “Sunbelt Strategy” of 
putting together a coalition of southern 
and western states to win the nomina­ 
tion. 
“Mr. Reagan now has a momentum 
problem,” said Stuart Spencer, Ford’s 
deputy campaign chief. In contrast, 
Spencer said, the President “established 
himself as a national candidate” by win­ 
ning in a southern and a western state. 
Carter was happy with his three vic­ 
tories and his cache of delegates. “This 
is a tremendous boost toward a first 
ballot victory,” he said, predicting he 
would end the primary season with 
between 1,200 and 1,300 delegates. 
But newcomer Church, who has won 
all three of the primaries in which he ac­ 
tively campaigned, said his candidacy 
took a “quantum jump” Tuesday. 
Here is the way the voting shaped up: 


Oregon — Ford beat Reagan 52-48 per 
cent. Church, with 35 per cent, won by a 
surprisingly easy 7 percentage points 
over Carter, who had been favored until 
the final days. Brown polled 22 per cent 
as a write-in, the best such showing in 
Oregon history. 
Nevada — Reagan whipped Ford, get­ 
ting about two-thirds of the Republican 
votes, while Brown also won easily, get­ 
ting about 53 per cent to 23 for Carter and 
9 for Church. 
Idaho — Reagan piled up an impres­ 
sive 74 per cent of the vote, while Church 
won his home state with an 80-12 per cent 
landslide over Carter. 
The split results in the six primaries 
made the races in both parties tighter — 
and sharpened the focus on June 8 “super 
Tuesday” — when California, Ohio and 
New Jersey get together to elect one- 
fifth the total delegates to the 
Democratic and Republican national 
conventions.

Hospital trustees 
to consider budget 
at tomorrow's meet 


A $27,000 machine that is “much 
needed, particularly in this community” 
will be considered for purchase by the 
Lompoc Hospital District Board of 
Directors tomorrow night during a 
regular meeting. 
The machine — which detects early 
signs of lung disease — is one of 20 items 
requested by the hospital staff for 
capital equipment for the ’76-’77 fiscal 
year. 
The board will consider a $3.4 million 
budget in addition to $407,281 in capital 
equipment items. 
Dr. Rollin Bailey, who heads the 
respiratory therapy department, has 
requested that the hospital buy a 
pulmonary function machine that costs 
between $25,000 and $27,000 
The hospital now owns a spirometer, 
but, according to the doctor, it is restirc- 
tive in its ability to detect lung diseases. 
Dr Barry Coughlin and Dr. Bailey in­ 
dicated at the last board meeting that a 
better machine is especially necessary 
in Lompoc since so many local residents 
work at Grefco and Johns-Manville 
where diatomaceous earth is mined and 
processed 
Diatomaceous earth is a known cause 
of silicosis, a lung disease. 
(Asbestos, also a known lung disease 
causing agent, is processed at J-M and 
was handled at Grefco from 1961 to the 
early 1970s.) 
The largest capital expense item that 
the board will consider is $300,000 to buy 
an x-ray machine and remodel the 
hospital’s west wing 
Thursday's meeting starts at 7:30 p.m. 
at the hospital 


Deukmejian of Long Beach, who has 
remained neutral in the presidential bat­

The sponsor of the amendment was 
Sen. Robert Stevens, R-Los Angeles, one 
of Ford s most enthusastic legislative 
supporters.

one in,” said Sen. H.L Richardson, R- 
Arcadia 
"Unfortunately, it could be 
very, very divisive for the Republican 
party.” 
Even neutral Deukmejian denounced 
the wisdom of the late-hour politics. 
“It’s not very wise to do this in this 
fashion. Ifs not in the best interest of the 
party nor, for that matter, I don’t think 
ifs good for the Ford campaign.” 
Stevens, who has campaigned as part 
of a “truth squad” against Reagan in 
Texas, Nevada and California, said he 
acted without consulting the Ford cam­ 
paign. Stevens said he had “substantial” 
Republican support for his amendment 
in the Senate. 
The amendment was adopted on a 6-0 
vote.

City budget 
Hopes for 
Fiscal dexterity employed dimmed8 
in achieving city budget 


EDITOR’S NOTE - This is the third in a series of articles 
examining the 1976-’77 fiscal budget of the City of Lompoc. It 
details the specific spending proposals of the various 
municipal departments under the General Fund budget.

Financing a 6.6 per cent increase in spending with a two 
per cent increase in revenue is the fiscal paradox achieved 
by the General Fund budget recommended for next year by 
the city staff. 
In presenting what he termed "a conservative, fiscally 
sound program to serve and to continue to improve our com­ 
munity," City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers described 
how this fiscal (Jpxterity was accomplished: 
"In many departments there is justification for additional 
personnel to meet increased work requirements. In order to 
balance the General Fund, however, most of the requests 
had to be denied and some existing unfilled positions were 
deleted." 
One of those unfilled positions was in Wahlers’ own depart­ 
ment — an administrative assistant position which had been 
budgeted last year. The deletion drops the salaries and 
benefits budget for his department from the current 652,600 
to 645,895 
Wahlers’ department — which now consists of himself and 
one part-time secretary — also realized some reductions in 
spending compared to the present budget in the cutting of its 
services expenditures from 66.565 to $4,820 and capital outlay 
from 61 .OOO to $680. The latter was accomplished through the 
purchase of some equipment which was formerly rented. 
Actually, Wahlers is only nine-tenths city administrator. 
The other one-tenth of his service is as emergency services 
director, which occurs only in the time of a declared 
emergency. 
Department by department, here are the major expen­ 
ditures planned for 1976-’77: 
CITY COUNCIL — 611,706 in salaries and benefits (up 
from $10,345 in the current budget), 63.980 in supplies and 
services (up from 65,255), for a total of $17,055. Council 
members are paid $150 per month plus benefits for serving 
as the city’s legislative body, interpreting the public needs of 
the citizens and formulating policies for the city govern­ 
ment. 
CITY CLERK — This department is responsible for main­ 
taining official city records, licensing of businesses, 
recording of council proceedings and publishing of notices 
and ordinances in addition to conducting of municipal elec­ 
tions, of which there are none scheduled in the coming fiscal 
year. The overall department budget is $47,145, up from 
$44,060. The increase is mostly in employe salaries and 
benefits ($35,060 compared to $31,330) while supplies and ser­ 
vices declined from $12,730 to $8,000. Also accounting for an 
increase is $4,095 in capital outlay for a microfilming system 
to improve record keeping. 
< 
CITY ATTORNEY — This department is the legal adviser 
to the council a*hd administrator. He represents the city in 
all litigations and acts as legislative counsel in the drafting 
of laws, ordinances and resolutions proposed by the council. 
Salaries and benefits for the city attorney and a part-time 
secretary are up to $42,195 from $39,060, supplies and ser­ 
vices are $4,710 compared to $4,325 and capital outlay of $500 
in the current budget is not in the 1976-77 proposed budget. 
Total of $46,905 is up from $43,885. 


FISCAL SERVICES — This department provides services 
to all sections of the city through its divisions of finance, 
treasurer, data processing, budget, purchasing and 
warehouse. Salaries and benefits propose an increase from 
$225,390 to $242,135; supplies and services from $42,060 to 
$47,115; capital outlay from $750 to $1,060 for a total of 
$290,300, up from $268,230. The number of personnel has been 
decreased from 17 to 16. 
POLICE SERVICES — This includes crime prevention, 
apprehension of criminals, traffic control and maintaining 
police protection. Major budget changes from last year are a 


reduction in vehicle rentals, but this is offset by increased 
salary and benefit requirements. Expenditures include 
$765,680 in salaries and benefits, up from $708,950; $75,860 for 
supplies and services, down from $71,660; $13,715 for capital 
outlay, down from $15,994 for a total of $855,255, up from 
$806,204. 
FIRE SERVICES — In addition to controlling and suppres­ 
sing fires, this department engages in fire prevention ac­ 
tivities, including the weed abatement and inspection 
program and also provides emergency medical assistance. 
Salaries and benefits total $454,560, up from $422,630; sup­ 
plies and services, $27,040, down from $28,788; capital out­ 
lay, $8,590, down from $12,292 for a total of $490,190, up from 
$463,700. 
EMERGENCY SERVICES - This division deals with 
emergency services organization and operation, employe 
safety, city building security and city communications. 
Proposed expenditures include salaries and benefits, $16,035, 
up from $14,010; supplies and services, $1,500, down from 
$1,610; capital outlay, $5,000, budgeted for a new emergency 
warning system not in last year’s budget, for a total of 
$22,535, up from $15,620. 
ENGINEERING — This department designs, surveys and 
engineers plans for various public projects. This year’s 
budget reflects the deletion of an engineering aide position 
but because of increased workload, outside services are 
recommended to replace the lost man hours caused by the 
deletion. The expenditures include $97,370 for salaries and 
benefits, down from $99,983; $18,000 for supplies and ser­ 
vices, up for $9,045; deletion of $1,297 in capital outlay for a 
total of $115,370, up from $110,325. 
STREETS - Salaries and benefits total $312,360, up from 
$280,630; supplies and services, $668,345, up from $616,080;

phones go out 


of service 


The entire Santa Ynez Valley 
was without telephone service 
for an hour and 20 minutes 
yesterday morning due to 
failure in the processing unit of 
the computer in the General 
Telephone Co. of California’s 
comparatively new exchange 
facility in Solvang. 


Clarence 
Bledsoe, division 
service manager for the 
telephone company, said ser­ 
vice went out at 10:03 a m. and 
telephones were back on the 
line at 11:24. 


About 6,000 phone company 
customers with the 688 digit 
were affected by the interrup­ 
tion of service. 


Bledsoe said the computer 
failure in the plant was of a 
type which was similar to one 
last December which caused 
breakdown of the system. At 
that time, the phone service 
was non-existent for about 45 
minutes. 


Five vehicles from the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District, equipped with 
loudspeakers, took to the 
streets of Solvang during the 
time the phones were out of ser­ 
vice to inform people of the 
failure and to look for 
emergency situations. 


The Board of Supervisors — 
looking for ways to trim the 
projected $95 million county 
budget for 1976-77 fiscal year — 
has encountered a setback in 
hopes that personnel can be 
reduced in both the Planning 
Department and the Building 
Division of the Public Works 
Department. 
Planning Director Britt 
Johnson has informed the board 
"the workload is heavier than 
ever” now in his department, 
despite water moratoriums in 
three South Coast areas 
formerly generating 65 per cent 
of county activities. 
Johnson said if anything, his 
department is now underman­ 
ned and additional personnel 
may be needed, as he has in­ 
creased his work force from 23 
to only 27 in IO years while pop­ 
ulation in the unincorporated 
area increased 22 per cent to 
138,098 in the same period to 
present more work. 
Johnson’s statement came as 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
pressed on with his proposal for 
a look at subordinating the 
County Office of Environmen­ 
tal Quality into the planning of­ 
fice, which 
ostensibly would 
add to the planners’ workload, 
while keeping the environmen­ 
tal staff intact. 
As for possible staff reduc­ 
tion in the Building and Safety 
Division, Public Works Direc­ 
tor Norman Caldwell said new 
programs and responsibilities 
assigned the division have ad­ 
ded work and previous staff 
reductions make it unfeasible 
to sever more employes from 
the staff now. 
Caldwell said the pace of 
development in Santa Ynez 
Valley has required transfer of 
a building inspector from the 
South Coast to the Valley to 
handle the increased business 
there. The Valley now has three 
inspectors.

Democrat Frank Church says 
the wins in Idaho and Oregon 
represented a “ quantum leap 
forward” for his campaign. 
And Oregon, along with Ken­ 
tucky and Tennessee, allowed 
President Ford to boast of 
“ darned good figures” in his 
GOP majorities over Ronald 
Reagan. 
“ If I ’m smiling, I can’t help 
it,” said the President, after 
learning he had scored his vic­ 
tory in Kentucky — supposedly 
fertile ground for Reagan. 
“ Those are darned good 
figures,” he said. 
Ford’s aides said the win 
there, in Tennessee and Oregon 
proved Ford “ always was a 
national candidate.” 
Church, undefeated in three 
matches against Carter, said 
the results showed “ people are 
beginning to take a second look. 
I think winning against these 
obstacles in Oregon really is a 
quantum leap forward for my 
campaign.” 
But while Church and Ford 
exulted in a rush of momen­ 
tum, Reagan said a California 
win in two weeks would give 
him a first ballot nomination 
and Carter would not budge 
from earlier forecasts that he, 
too, was headed for a first 
ballot win. 
Oregon was a disappointment 
to Carter, who canceled a 
weekend at home in Georgia to 
pursue support. The effort 
came up short, but he could 
point to big wins in Arkansas, 
Tennessee and Kentucky and 
136 new delegates to rebut 
charges his drive was slowing. 
“ We still believe that we’ll 
have a first ballot victory,” the 
former Georgia governor said 
Tuesday night in New York. 
Carter said he would come to 
the convention with between 
“ 1,200 and 1,300” delegates and 
that to deny him the nomina­ 
tion after that would “ subvert 
to some degree the support I ’ve 
accum ulated a ll over the 
nation.” 
“ But I could take it,” he ad­ 
ded. 


Reagan, who won convincing­ 
ly in Arkansas, Nevada and 
Idaho, sought to minimize 
Ford’s southern inroads. He 
said the delegate totals for both 
would be just about even in Ten­ 
nessee and Kentucky and that 
Oregon “ was one where we 
never made any claim to have a 
chance for victory.” ' 
He said “ there is nothing that 
has happened or is indicated 
tonight to change the pos­ 
sibility” of a first ballot win in 
.August at Kansas City. 
* Nevada provided California 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. with 
his second win in as many 
weeks. He was heavily favored 
to do just that and made no 
secret that his attention was 
really on California’s “ super 
bowl” primary June 8. Brown 
Speaking Tuesday night, 
Brown referred to Carter when 
he said, “ Jim m y, wherever you 
are, come on back to California 
and give the people a chance to 
choose ”

Hays waits outcome 
of admitting affair 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Rep. Wayne Hays today waited 
to see if his dramatic admission 
of an a ffa ir w ith a staff 
member would pave the way 
for an Eth ics Com m ittee 
finding that he did not violate 
House rules. 
The Ohio Democrat got un­ 
animous consent to interrupt

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - As- 
semblyman W illie Brown Jr., 
D-San Francisco, Tuesday de­ 
clared he supports Tom Hayden 
in his bid to defeat Sen. John V. 
Tunney for the Democratic U.S. 
Senate nomination. 
In a “ Dear John” letter, 
Brown told Tunney, “ I know 
this will disappoint you, but I in­ 
tend to support and vote in the 
dying days of the 1976 campaign 
for Tom Hayden ” 
Other Assembly supporters of 
Hayden include Kenneth 
Meade, D-Berkeley, and Rich­ 
ard Alatorre, D-Los Angeles 
Brown reminded Tunney that 
some months ago “ I indicated 
to you that in your quest for 
re-election. I would be of as­ 
sistance to you.” But he said 
many things have occurred in 
the campaign, particularly the 
entry of his friend E. Robert 
Wallach of San Francisco into 
the race 
Wallach recently 
withdrew as a candidate. 
“ As I observe the unfolding of 
the campaign, it is my judg­ 
ment that Hayden deserves my 
support at this time more than 
you do,” Brown told Tunney

Hays said in a speech at the 
start of a House session Tues­ 
day that an F B I investigation of 
the allegations was prompted 
by his criticism earlier this 
year of the Justice Department 
for not prosecuting Republicans 
as well as Democrats accused 
of campaign law violations. 
Hays returned to the floor at 
midafternoon for the surprise 
confession, claiming “ I have 
erred.” 
Before his second marriage 
six weeks ago, Hays said, “ and 
for an extended period of time, 
I did have a relationship with 
Elizabeth Ray. I was legally 
separated and single. It was 
voluntary on her part and on 
mine.” 
Hays said that after he 
proposed to Patricia Peak, his 
Ohio home office secretary of 
eight years, he told Miss Ray 
the relationship was ended and 
that she “ became hysterical, 
threatened suicide as she had 
done in the past.” 


LO ND O N (U P I) - The 
United States and four of its 
allies warned today that the 
continuing Middle East crisis is 
a threat to world peace. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger called for a resump­ 
tion of Arab-Israeli peace talks 
and said he is planning 
diplomatic action to get these 
under way again. 
British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland told the 
Soviets bluntly that detente 
“ does not stop in Europe.” 
“ We have made it plain to the 
Soviet government,” he said, 
“ that the continuing credibility 
of detente depends on the 
restraint and responsibility of 
all states in their approach to 
crises outside Europe, such as 
that which arose recently in 
Angola.” 
These warnings were deliv­ 
ered at the opening session of a 
two-day meeting of ministers of 
the Central Treaty Organiza­ 
tion, whose members are B ri­ 
tain, Iran, Pakistan, Turkey 
and the United States. 
• The meeting, held annually in 
CENTO capitals in rotation, 
was called to carry out a review 
of the alliance members’ ef­ 
forts to block continuing Com­ 
munist pressure on the West’s 
soft underbelly in Asia. 
Calling for new Arab-Israeli 
talks, Kissinger said: “ The 
time is approaching when new 
impetus must be given to move­ 
ment towards an overall peace. 
We are actively exploring the 
most fruitful possibilities for 
renewing 
the negotiating 
process.” 
He said Iran believes a just 
peace can be achieved only on 
the basis of Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied Arab territories.

Minister Rafi Raza said “ any 
enduring settlement in the Mid­ 
dle East must provide for the 
evacuation of all the occupied 
A rab te rrito rie s and the 
restoration of the national 
rig h ts of the people of 
Palestine.”

Congress nears 
approval of 
tax breaks 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Many months after the energy 
crisis abated, Congress appears 
close to approving special tax 
breaks for those who insulate 
their homes, install solar 
heating or save energy in other 
ways. 


The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee, which hopes to complete a 
major tax revision bill this 
week, approved its energy sec­ 
tion Tuesday. The section began 
life as special energy crisis 
legislation in the House but 
becam e bogged down as 
Congress debated overall ener­ 
gy pokey. 


Much of the energy section is 
similar to the House bill, giving 
it a good chance of passage in 
some form. 


In other action, the commit­ 
tee voted to deny foreign tax 
breaks on any future transac­ 
tion involving a bribe of a 
foreign national. It also killed 
most House revisions of the 
capital gains tax, but Sen. Rus­ 
sell Long, D-La., the committee 
chairman, made it plain this 
was merely to give the Senate 
additional bargaining power in 
an eventual conference with the 
House to iron out differences

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
state will purchase water from 
the City of Sacramento to pre­ 
vent shutdowns of air condition­ 
ing in state buildings this sum- 
m er, the D epartm ent of 
General Services announced 
Tuesday. 


General Services Director 
Leonard Grimes said the state 
has entered into an agreement 
with the city to purchase excess 
city water which will be used to 
operate the air conditioning 
system during high-tempera- 
ture days. 


Because of a lack of water in 
the system earlier this month, 
the state was forced to shut 
down air conditioning services 
to several downtown area state 
buildings, including the Capitol, 
when temperatures soared into 
the 90s and iota. Temperatures 
inside some buildings reached 
into the 80s 


Under the water purchase 
plan, which will go into effect 
before July 4, approximately 
170 feet of pipe plus a pump and 
various control apparatus will 
be installed at a cost of $40,000. 


Grimes said the agreement is 
a ‘ short-term” solution to the 
problem of obtaining water for 
air conditioning He said state 
personnel are seeking to 
develop a new well to provide 
water on a permanent basis. 


The state’s central power 
plant, the sole heating and cool­ 
ing source for 15 state buildings 
in downtown Sacram ento, 
relies on underground water 
from the Sacramento River for 
cooling water to operate air 
conditioning. But the water 
level in the well used by the 
plant is down this year because 
of a drop in the river’s water.

M ANILA, The Philippines 
(U P I) — Philippine and U.S. 
Air force helicopters plucked 
hundreds of marooned refugees 
from rooftops and treetops to­ 
day, rescuing them from the 
worst floods to hit the Philip­ 
pines in four years. 
The death toil from floods 
spawned by Typhoon Olga stood 
at 109, according to the Philip­ 
pine National Red Cress and the 
o ffic ia l P h ilip p in e News 
Agency. Most of dead were 
drowning victims. 
The Social Welfare Depart­ 
ment said the floods had af­ 
fected 602,000 persons, includ­ 
ing more than 240,000 whose 
homes were totally or partially 
destroyed. Damage to agricul­ 
tural crops and property was in­ 
itially placed at $14 million. 
American authorities set up a 
rescue and relief center at the 
U.S. Clark Air Force Base, 60 
miles north of Manila, in the 
heart of the storm-struck 
central Luzon plain. 
By late in the day, Olga had 
churned out to the South China 
Sea north of the Philippines 
with reduced center winds of 47 
miles per hour. 
But rain torrents whipped by 
its tailwinds smashed four 
dikes and the huge Santo Tomos 
dam, TO miles northwest of 
Manila, inundating IO towns, 
destroying 400 houses and kill­ 
ing at least eight persons 
Social Welfare officials said 
76 of the 116 towns in central 
Luzon were flooded, some of 
them under 20 feet of water. 
Hundreds of panicky residents 
climbed trees and perched on

16 charged in laetrile 
smuggling over borders 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - A mas­ 
sive federal grand jury indict­ 
ment has charged 16 individuals 
and three companies in Mexico 
and the U.S. in a multi-million 
dollar smuggling operation in­ 
volving the manufacture and 
importation of the drug laetrile. 
The drug was smuggled across 
both the Mexican and Canadian 
borders. 
The indictment involves se­ 
veral firms in Tijuana where 
laetrile was manufactured, and 
involves doctors and others 
from California, Vermont, In­ 
diana and Minnesota in the sale 
and distribution. Two of those 
indicted had made deposits of 
more than $2 million each in 
their bank accounts in a two- 
year period, according to the in­ 
dictment. 
U.S. Atty. Terry J. Knoepp 
said the 45-page indictment, 
which was handed down May 20 
hut not disclosed until today, 
also names 33 unindicted co­ 
conspirators, 12 of whom have 
been previously convicted of 
smuggling charges here. 
Laetrile, claimed to be a 
cancer cure. is illegal in the 
U S 
The 12-count indictment 
charges the defendants and 
their coconspirators agreed to 
establish manufacturing plants 
or laboratories in Tijuana to 
produce the laetrile, and then 
smuggled into the U.S. through 
mail and by vehicle. Investiga­ 
tion leading to the indictment 
was conducted by U.S. Customs 
agents working with Asst. U.S. 
Atty. Herbert B Hoffman, San 
Diego 
Among the 171 overt acts 
charged in the indictment are 
allegations concerning about 20 
separate instances of smuggl­ 
ing laetrile and other drugs 
from Mexico into the U.S. and

Candidates tell why they want 
Solvang Justice Court judgeship 


The trio of Santa Ynez Valley 
attorneys seeking the office of 
judge of the Solvang Justice 
Court in the June 8 election 
were speakers at a dinner 
m eetin g of the Solvang 
Business Assn., Monday night 
in the Veterans Memorial 
Building in Solvang. 
Following a flip of a coin, 
three spoke in order: Edward 
Norstrand, first; Frederick S. 
(Rick) Brown, second and Zel 
Cantor, third. 
Norstrand noted his 26 years 
of experience as a practicing 
attorney, including the past 13 
in the Santa Ynez Valley. He 
told of his work as a founder of 
Inspiration Workshop, Inc., 
devoted to the rehabilitation of 
prison inmates and the Gerus 
Society, which works toward 
the betterment of conditions of 
aged persons in nursing, con­ 
valescent and retirem ent 
facilities in California. 
Norstrand spoke strongly in 
favor of legislation repealing 
sentencing plea bargaining in 
California courts. If elected, he 
added, plea bargaining in the 
sentencing category would 
“ never be permitted.” 
Brown set forth a set of five 
proposals for the Solvang 
Justice Court if elected These 
would include institution of a 
night court once a month; 
sentencing to work programs 
where the projects would be 
mutally beneficial to the defen­ 
dant and the community; as­ 
signment of a probation officer 
at least (nice a week in Solvang; 


notice to the public that certain 
crimes such as the recent 
burglaries at the valley high 
school would be subject to jail 
terms, and formation of a local 
advisory committee on the 
prevention of crime. 
Basing his platform on “ ex­ 
perience, fairness and firm­ 
n ess," Cantor recited his 
educational background and his 
IO years of legal experience, in­ 
cluding work in the county dis­ 
trict attorney’s office as a trial 
lawyer, head of the consumer 
fraud unit, attomey-in-charge 
of writs and appeals, a member 
of the public defender's office 
and his practice in Solvang. 
Cantor said he had ex­ 
perience on both the prosecu­ 
tion and defense side of the law 
with this background providing 
him with a sense of “ fair play 
and justice.” He said, too, that 
in his opinion, rehabilitation ef­ 
forts of offenders in the realm 
of probation and parole had 
failed and the time had arrived 
to exhibit firmness in dealing 
with those who break the law.

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Hughes' 
son 
now files 
LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
Legal entanglements surround­ 
ing the $3.5 billion Howard 
Hughes estate have grown 
more complicated with the fil­ 
ing for probate of a “will” leav­ 
ing the entire Hughes fortune to 
a man who claims to be the 
billionaire’s illegitimate son. 
Most of the legal action so far 
has centered on the “Mormon 
Will" that mysteriously ap­ 
peared April 27 at church 
headquarters in Salt Lake City. 
Although authorities have so 
far received more than two 
dozen would-be wills — includ­ 
ing (me Tuesday that left “all of 
Las Vegas" to a Texas man who 
claims he worked for Hughes 
for 40 years — the first will was 
until Tuesday the only one filed 
for probate. 
Five official contests by 
relatives of the late billionaire, 
or persons claiming to be his 
relatives, were filed against the 
probate, and action has been 
postponed until July 30 to give 
all interested parties time to 
prepare their legal arguments. 
The second petition for 
probate was entered Tuesday 
for the third will to be filed 
here, on May 12. The one-page 
typed document, dated April ll, 
1975, leaves Hughes’ entire for­ 
tune to R ichard R obard 
Hughes, of Albuquerque, N M. 
Attorneys John Gorman and 
Robert Le pome, said it is the 
only Hughes’ will signed by 
witnesses — Donald Fessenden 
and James Simmons. 
They said the two, both 
employed in the gaming indus­ 
try here, would testify that they 
saw the late industrialist sign 
the document in a room at the 
MGM Grand Hotel. A hearing 
on probate of the document was 
set for June 4. 
Richard Hughes, 30, was 
named earlier this month in a 
federal warrant charging him 
with unlawful flight to avoid 
prosecution in New Mexico. He 
failed to appear in court in 
February on charges he fraudu­ 
lently represented himself as 
the billionaire’s son in order to 
get $15,000 from a couple to 
trivet to New York.

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British give facsimile of 


Magna Carta to Congress 


LONDON (UPI) - The 
British Parliament, proving all 
losers are not poor sports, 
made its bicentennial gift to 
Ute American Congress today, a 
gold facsimile of the historic 
Magna Carta. 
As a band played “The Stars 
and Stripes Forever,” House 
Speaker Carl Albert, leader of a 
group of 19 visiting congress­ 
men, accepted the gift in 
ceremonies held in one of 
Britain’s oldest and most 
historic buildings, 879-year-old 
Westminster Hall. 
King John, faced by threats of 
civil War from his bold and 
determined barons, was forced 
to sign the Magna Carta on the 
field of Runnymede in 1215. The 
document, an ancestor of the 
Bill of Bights, guaranteed the 
rights of trial by jury and 
habeas corpus. 
Britain also plans to observe 
its former colony’s 200th an­ 
niversary by loaning it one of 
the most precious documents in 


the land, one of the four surviv­ 
ing copies of the Magna Carta. 
The document, still in good 
condition except for the loss of 
its original seal, will travel 
secretly from the British 
Museum to Washington, where 
it will be exhibited in Congress. 
A delegation from Parlia­ 
m ent headed by Lord 
Chancellor Elwyn Jones will be 
present when Congress official­ 
ly accepts the document June 3. 
In a 90-minute presentation 
ceremony, the mother country 
showed that while it might have 
lost a family quarrel it has little 
to learn from its rebellious 
stripling about putting on a 
show. 
British dignitaries, split into 
four processions, followed state 
trumpeters into the cavernous 
hall, already crowded with the 
diplomatic corps and invited 
guests.

Concordes 
noisier on 
get-away 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
British and French Concorde 
supersonic transports, which 
had sounded much like conven­ 
tional jetliners landing on their 
first flights to the United 
States, were far noisier getting 
away. 
Air France’s Concorde thun­ 
dered off runway 19-left of 
Dulles International Airport in 
the Virginia countryside Tues­ 
day and sent the needle of one 
noise-monitoring device of the 
Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion “off the register.” 
Another station 3to miles 
from the takeoff point said the 
French jet registered 129 
decibels — far higher than 
other big jets which took off 
from the same spot previously. 
The reading was eight times 
the legal maximum under local 
Virginia laws and almost twice 
the roar expected by Concor­ 
de’s makers. 
A DCS registered 109 to 112 
decibels, three Boeing 707s hit 
between 102 and 113 and an un­ 
identified four engine jet 99. 
The British Airways Concor­ 
de, by its own pilot’s decision, 
chose another runway and no 
reliable noise factor was 
recorded since the jet avoided 
mobile FAA monitoring sta­ 
tions expressly set up for the 
experiment. 
Airport authorities said Brit­ 
ish Concorde Capt. Brian 
Calvert was requested by 
Dulles’ Operations Director 
Roy Parnell to take off on the 
same 10,000-foot runway used 
by the French plane an hour 
before. 
But Calvert or his copilot, 
Capt. Norman Todd — there 
was some dispute about who 
talked on the radio — replied he 
was opting for runway 19-right 
a mile away.

Conqs clip favored Cougars 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Tommy 
Jacobs, a man who almost won the U.S. 
Open and Masters, admits he has been 
tempted to attempt a Don January-style 
comeback. 
v 
At 46, January won the Tournament of 
Champions last month, his second vic­ 
tory since launching a comeback last 
year Jacobs, director of the T of C., left 
the pro golf tour five years ago to 
become the head professional at the La 
Costa Country Club. 
"There’s no question in my mind that I 
could win $100,000 a year," said Jacobs, 
41. " I ’m absolutely certain I could earn a 
good living and I have thought about go­ 
ing back. 
"But each time I’ve set myself down 
and said, 'Now, what the heck are you 
going to prove? You might do it for a 
couple of years and then you’d get tired 
of it again.’ I quit the tour because of all 
the traveling and being away from my 
family. 
"The travel is the worst part about 
playing the tour. When I was out there, it 
would take me a minimum of a week to a 
week and a half to even get back to nor­ 
mal. Then it was time to pack a suitcase 
and get going again." 
Between 1957 and 1970, Jacobs won six 
tour events but he’s better remembered 
for the two big cmes in which he barely 
missed In 1964, he finished second to 
Ken Venturi in the U.S. Open despite an 
eight-under-par 64 to equal the Open 
single round record. 
Two years later, he tied with Jack 
Nicklaus and Gray Brew er in the 
Masters but lost a playoff to Nicklaus. 
In 1964, Jacobs had his best year, winn­ 
ing $37,072. That was good enough for 
12th place on the money list, though. 
"Without naming names,’’ he pointed 
out, "I know of fellows who have left the 
tour and wound up with definite drinking 
problems because they have become 
very, very jealous of the amount of 
money the players are competing for to­ 
day. 
"They’re jealous because they weren’t 
playing for the big purses when they 
were competing. I don’t go along with 
this. When I played, I accomplished just 
about everything I wanted to do. 
"But it was a tough adjustment going 
to a club job. It’s a great feeling coming 
down the fairway on the last hole leading 
a tournament and having the gallery 
cheer you on. I find that club profession­ 
als don’t have the highs and lows that the 
player on the tour has and the lows are

definitely a disadvantage." 
A member of the 1965 U.S. Ryder Cup 
team, Jacobs has watched the tour and 
the players change gradually.

Jones just wins ballgames

Randy Jones of the San Diego Padres 
didn t think he looked so good but club 
president E .J. “ Buzzle” Bavasi thought 
the 26-year-old lefthander "is a little like 
Sandy Koufax." 
Jones had just won his ninth game, 
high in the majors, by scattering IO hits 
in the Padres’ 5-2 victory over the Los 
Angeles Dodgers Tuesday night and said 
his performance "rated about a three on 
a scale of IO." 
But Bavasi wasn’t looking only at 
Jones’ performance on the mound. He 
was also looking at the crowd—-34,290 on 


a Tuesday night in San Diego with no 
giveaways to entice the customers. 
"Sandy was good for an extra 10,000 or 
12,000 customers when he pitched," said 
Bavasi, referring to Koufax’ heyday with 
the Dodgers in the 1960s. "Of course, 
they came to see Sandy set records. They 
come to see Jones win. 
"Randy certainly meant the difference 
in the crowd. It was up 11,000 over our 
average and we had no giveaways." 
"It wasn’t one of his better perfor­ 
m an ces,’’ 
commented San Diego 
Manager John McNamara. "But it was 
one of his best gutty performances. He 


didn’t have his best stuff but he stil1 went 
all the way.” 
Jones, who had a 20-12 record ami a 
league-leading 2.24 earned run average 
in 1975, now has a 9-2 mark and exactly 
the same 2.24 ERA as last season. He has 
pitched eight complete games averaging 
two hours and one minute per game. 
"I Uke to get ‘em over in a hurry," 
says Jones with a grin. "There are other 
things to do." 
Doug Rader drove in four runs with a 
three-run homer and a double and also 
made two outstanding defensive plays to 
help spark the victory.

WALNUT CREEK (UPI) - Arizona 
State University and the University of 
Arizona have been invited to participate 
in discussions with representatives of 
the Pacific-6 Conference "about the pos­ 
sibility and desirability of expansion." 
Charles E. Young, chancellor at 
UCLA, and chairman of the Pac-8 Presi­ 
dents and Chancellors group, said in an

Pro grid draft 
in court test 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Form er 
Washington Redskin Jim "Yazoo” Smith 
counted on some team spirit today in his 
antitrust suit that could spell the end of 
pro football’s college draft. 


Three curren t m em bers of the 
Redskins—Jerry Smith, Brig Owens and 
Roy Jefferson —were the witnesses 
called to wind up the presentation on 
behalf of the former Washington first 
round draft choice who is seeking 
damages from the National Football 
League in a federal court trial. 


Smith, whose career ended in his 
rookie year when he sustained a broken 
neck in the final game of the season, has 
charged that the d raft illeg ally 
prevented him from obtaining a better 
contract protecting him in case of injury 
because the Redskins had sole bargain­ 
ing rights to him as a player 


His attorney, Stuart H Johnson Jr., 
said he will rest his case after hearing 
from the three Redskin players on the 
third day of the non-jury trial before U.S. 
District Judge William B. Bryant. 
Defense attorneys for the NFL and the 
Redskins are scheduled to begin sum­ 
moning their witnesses next week, pos­ 
sibly including former stars Frank Gif­ 
ford, Sam Huff, Bobby Mitchell, Gino 
Marchetti and other pro football figures 
such as Paul Brown, Jack Pardee and 
Otto Graham, the Washington coach at 
the time Smith was signed 


Armed to the teeth 
Olympic drug lab 
a formidable foe 
of pill-poppers 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The most elaborate drug con­ 
trol program in the history of the Olympic Games will be 
carried out in Montreal July 17-Aug. I. 
A complete drug-detection laboratory, assembled with th* 
assistance of a Palo Alto company, has been installed about 
IO minutes from the Olympic stadium in Montreal which 
stands ready to monitor the 12,000 athletes from 131 
countries who will take part in the Games. 
The laboratory is equipped to analyze more than 3,OOO 
urine samples during the Olympics. After every event, the 
lab will process samples from the top four finishers and 
from other competitors picked at random 
Olympic athletes are prohibited from using drugs banned 
by the International Olympic Committee in a 1967 ruling. If 
any banned substance is found in an athlete’s urine, he or she 
is disqualified from competing. By 1972, only 12 of the 2,049 
samples tested at the Munich Olympics contained banned 
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D r Robert Dugal, an associate professor at the Institute 
National de la Recherche Scientifique (INRS) (Santa) of the 
University of Quebec, heads the program at Montreal. The 
IOC selected the INRS to handle drug detection for the 
Games. 
. 
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“ Our prime concern has been to develop a sensitive, com­ 
pletely accurate and fast system ," said Dr. Dugal. We now 
have a highly sophisticated computerized operation which 
meets our requirements ’’ 
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testing facilities on the continent, the INRS laboratory is 
equipped with instruments and methods of chemical analysis 
developed by Hewlett-Packard of Palo Alto. The Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee bought about $160,000 worth of 
the lab equipment and the remainder— about half of the 
instruments— are on loan from Hewlett-Packard. 
"Not only do we have the latest in analytical instrumenta­ 
tion, but for the first time during the Olympics we will be us­ 
ing new methods to look for banned anabolic steroids," Dr. 
Dugal said. 
Anabolic steroids strengthen muscle tissue, but must be 
taken for extended time periods to be effective. However, 
their effectiveness 
is 
diminished since athletes must in­ 
terrupt their use long before the competition to pass the dop­ 
ing controls. It is hoped that the new drug tests will halt the 
misuse of steroids which has increased recently while the 
use of easily detectable drugs like amphetamines dropped. 
The IOC has banned about 200 types of drugs compiled on 
the basis of documented use and danger to health. The list in­ 
cludes five categories: psychomotor stimulants, sympa­ 
thomimetic amines, miscellaneous central nervous system 
stimulants, narcotic analgesics, steroids and related com­ 
pounds. 
Detection of these drugs is complicated since many will 
appear in the urine not in their original form, but as metabo­ 
lites—compounds already degraded by the body. 
For the past two years, the INRS laboratory completed ex­ 
cretion and metabolism studies on prohibited drugs and 


steroids to supplement already existing information. 
"Actual biological samples, obtained from individuals 
known to have taken the drugs, were processed to give us ac­ 
tual qualitative and quantitative results," said Dr. Michel 
Bertrand, deputy director of the doping-control program at 
the Olympics. 
"Results are stored in computer data libraries as refer­ 
ence and are used to identify actual drug traces in samples. 
This method eliminates chances for human errors in mass 
screening for drugs. Attempts to circumvent our controls 
are not likely to succeed as our detection methods are 
improving so rapidly." 
The lab in Montreal uses Hewlett-Packard gas chromato­ 
graphs, laboratory automation systems and computerized 
gas chromatograph-mass spectrometer systems (GC-MS). 
Twelve gas chromatographs, which separate chemical 
compounds into identifiable components, are controlled by 
two computer laboratory data systems capable of recogniz­ 
ing any of the 200 drugs that may be present in urine sam ­ 
ples. If a banned drug is found, the sample is further 
analyzed on one of the lab’s two CG-MS systems to confirm 
the presence of the drug and measure its quantity. 
The use of drugs by athletes reached its peak during the 
1960s, when an estimated 35 per cent of participants at 
international events used some form of chemical stimulant. 
An overdose of amphetamines killed a Danish cyclist on the 
track during the 1960 Olympics, and a British cyclist died 
similarly during the 1967 Tour de France

Ali catching, Young pitching 


Relishes fame 
Ali act getting old?

Five years ago this June 
M uham m ed 
A li 
and 
a 
sportswriter stood together 
waiting for an elevator in a 
hotel corridor. Ali was in train­ 
ing for a heavyweight bout with 
Jimmy J His. AU wore Army 
boots, light slacks and a shirt 
with sleeves unbuttoned at the 
wrists, and now took occasion 
to swish a few dreamy blows at 
the air. 
He is a m a ssiv e m an, 
standing over 6-3, and weighing 
anywhere from 215 pounds to 
235. His shoulders and back are 
huge. His fists are prodigious. 
The motion was smooth and 
easy and seemingly deft. He 
snorted and snapped, snorted 
and snapped. 
“Ain’t what it used to be,” 
said Ali. who was then 29. “Get- 
tin’ old. Almost a middle-age 
man. Another year, maybe, and 
ITI retire." 
The world knows, of course, 
that Ali recanted, though every 
year since then he threatens to 
slip quietly out of the spotlight. 
Yet he relishes being the 
most famous living person in 
the world the way a small boy 
savors a raspberry lollipop. 
Ali knows that when he quits 
the ring it will never be the 
same. 
He also has found the fiscal 
rewards of fighting to his taste. 
In 1975. Ali earned $8,500,000, 
according to a recent survey by 
New York Magazine. This may 
be seen in relation to other top 
money-eamers for the year 
such as ITT chairman Harold 
Geneen ($776,085). Mobil Oil 
chairman Rawleigh Warner Jr. 
($620,882) and CBS chairman 
William Paley ($731,000). 
Already this year in three ti­ 
tle fights he has won over $4.5 
million, a boxing-wrestling ex­ 
hibition in June will stuff 
another $6 million into his 
pockets and a title fight in 
Yankee Stadium against Ken 
Norton in September has been 
estimated as being worth $9 
million to Ali in guarantees and 
assorted ancillary rights. 
To some, Ali is more of a cut­ 
purse than a working stiff. 


His last two fights — and the 
first two bouts of this year — 
were against two rather little­ 
valued opponents, 
P ierre 
Coopman and Jimmy Young. 
The so-called scrap with the 
former was so ludicrous that 
Coopman the Belgian has been 
outlawed from participating in 
a professional bout in this 
country for any time in the near 
future, at least. 
All's fight with Young was 
different. Young is not the am- 
. bulatory m annequin that 
Coopman is. Ali underrated 
Young. Ali entered the ring at 
232 pounds, the most weight he 
has ever carried into the ring. 
“Blob is beautiful," noted a 
ringside r 


AU had such disdain for 
vW ig that, before the fight, he 
did not even come up with hi3 
usual defamatory sobriquet for 
his opponent. He has called Son­ 
ny Liston “The Ugly Bear,” and 
Joe Frazier “the Gorilla” (as in 
“I’m gonn fight the Gorilla in a 
Thrills in Manilla"), Floyd Pat­ 
terson "The Rabbit," and 
Richard Dunn “Frankenstein " 
Ali said, "He looks like 
Frankenstein., I’m Rudolph 
Valentino." 


But nothing for Young. It has 
been said that the cruellest 
response is indifference Why, 
Ali even went to a party the 
night before the fight and 
stayed to an hour when all good 
pugilists ought to be cuddled 
with the sandman. 


In every fight, Ali the 
vaudevillian must stage some 
kind of added panache 
To 
throw punches and shuffle in 
the ring and bob and weave and 
menace with your mouthpiece 
is not enough for Ali. He may 
come out “Floating like a but­ 
terfly and stinging like a bee. ' 
or he ll just dance around his 
opponent for a round, like Gene 
Kelly hoofing a number around 
a lamppost 


Or he’ll pull a “rope-a-dope," 
or, in the case of Young, spend 
the first couple rounds with 
hands convering his face like a 
small boy under a bed during a 
storm. 


Often, against opponents of 
minuscule stature and even less 
ability, Ali decides that today, 
there have been enough tv com­ 
mercials, and then snaps his 
cutting blows, knocks them 
either down or senseless. And 
he emerges victorious, believ­ 
ing he has given the fan his 
money’s worth. Perhaps he has, 
though many feel his act is now 
tiresome, that he not only dis­ 
dains his rivals, but also his 
profession. 


Against Young, though, he 
nearly beat himself with his 
own claptrap. Young held his 
ground. Ali began to get hit, 
began to feel the exhaustion in 
his powerful but undertrained 
arms and legs and belly. In the 
late 
rounds, 
Ali swung 
awkwardly for one of the first 
times in his career. He began to 
panic some. As hard as he tried, 
he could not put the doughty 
Young down 


The decision gave Ali the 
fight by a close margin, and an 
unpopular one, according to the 
accompanying catcalls in the 
arena. 


In the dressing room after the 
fight, Ali said that age was 
catching up with him, that 
Young was doing things that he, 
Ali, was once able to do, that — 
here it is again — he might soon 
retire, that he was lucky to win 
because he would then have 
blown his upcoming big-money 
bouts that would assure his 
comfortable old age.

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It seemed, though, that Ali 


simply outwitted himself in the 
Young fight. Ali is still a 
magnificent athletic specimen, 
still probably the best fighter in 
the world today when he truly 
adheres to the task at hand. 


But one is reminded of his 
remark after he flunked the 
Army intelligence test years 
ago. When asked why, he 
replied, “I always said I was 
the greatest. I never said I was 
the smartest."

VATICAN CITY (UPI) - A 
shabbily dressed young man, 
shouting “I want to talk with 
the Pope,” jumped over a 
wooden barrier in an attempt to 
get to Pope Paul VI at his week­ 
ly general audience today. 
Police restrained him but later 
turned him loose. 
Security officials questioned 
the man, about 30 years old, for 
two hours then. released him 
saying he had obviously had no 
intention to harm the pontiff. 
Police said the man, who was 
not identified, carried a Com­ 
munist newspaper in his 
pocket. 
Vatican security agents, who 
had been watching the man for 
some time, seized him immedi­ 
ately and escorted him out of 
the audience hall. 
Vatican sources said the 
man, who spoke with a southern 
Italian accent, apparently 
wanted to present a personal 
grievance to the pontiff. But he 
got no closer than IOO feet of the 
Pontiff. 
“ I want to talk with the 
Pope,” he shouted as he 
climbed the barrier. He repeat­ 
ed that he needed to talk with 
the Pope as he was taken to the 
office of the Vatican police for 
questioning. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
Tension sparked by the wound­ 
ing of moderate Christian 
leader Raymond Edde endan­ 
gered President-elect Elias 
Sarkis’ “quiet truce" today and 
stalled his drive to negotiate a 
peace. 
New fighting flared in the 
capital, the Moslem-held south­ 
ern port of Sidon and the 
eastern Christian center of 
Zahle, ending the relative calm 
that prevailed during Sarkis’ 
round of diplomacy during the 
past few days. 
The clashes killed about 74 
persons and wounded 140. 
Edde, 64, a Christian who lost 
to Sarkis in presidential elec­ 
tions three weeks ago, was shot 
in the leg by rival Christian 
gunmen at a roadblock north of 
Beirut. 
Sources close to Edde’s fami­ 
ly said the gunmen opened fire 
on Edde’s car without warning 
and chased it for several miles 
down the coast road in another 
car, firing machine gun volleys. 
The car was riddled by more 
than IOO bullets, they said, but 
Edde received a leg wound. 
Edde is an outspoken critic of 
other Christian politicians and 
has long called for the early 
resignation of right-wing Chris­ 
tian President Suleiman Fran- 
jieh. He had the support of the 
Moslem-leftist alliance in his 
losing presidential bid. 
The ambush took place about 
14 miles north of the capital at 
Nahr Ibrahim, near the ancient 
port of By bios, where militia­ 
men from Edde’s National Bloc 
party have battled with right- 
wing Phalangists twice in the 
past three days. 
Sources close to the reformist 
chief claimed that Edde al­ 
ready had escaped two Phalan- 
gist assassination attempts this 
week, but accused no single fac­ 
tion of the latest ambush. 
Political sources said the 
shooting injected new bit­ 
terness into the 13-month con­ 
flict and threatened Sarkis’ at­ 
tempts to arrange a truce and 
convene a round-table peace 
conference among the warring 
factions.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
One Congressman's 


'ethics' 


WASHINGTON - In the cluttered, 
overcrowded office of Rep. Andrew 
Hinshaw, R.-Calif., there is a sign that 
sums up his philosophy: “Why worry 
about tomorrow? We may not make it 
through today." 
Andy Hinshaw, a short, assertive, 
Napoleonic man with large wide-rimmed 
glasses, has reason to 
be fatalistic. Although 
he keeps a game 
politician’s smile on 
his round face, as 
befits a congressman 
running 
for 
re* 
election, he knows 
worse days are ahead. 
The California con­ 
servative, who was 
elected to office in 
1972 with a personal 
push from Richard 
Nixon, has been con­ 
victed on two bribery counts. A second 
trial, on conspiracy charges, is pending. 
The House Ethics Committee, so loath 
to look into the ethics of congressmen, 
has found nothing unethical about 
Hinshaw’s crimes. The same committee 
has delicately avoided passing judgment 
on him, contending that the charges go 
back to his days as Orange County asses­ 
sor. 
But we are always happy to help the 
Ethics Committee make a case against 
an errant congressman. We have dug up 
evidence of unethical conduct by 
Hinshaw since he came to Congress. 
Here are our findings: 
— Hinshaw put through government 
raises for staff aides who, in turn, con­ 
tributed to his legal defense fund. Two 
top aides in his district. Chip Cleary and 
Geraldine Ford. conceded that they had 
contributed. 
— Hinshaw prides himself on a 
“Watchdog of the Treasury" award 
presented by him by businessmen. Yet 
he put his office manager, Joan Smith, 
on the payroll for $22,000 a year, 
although she often doesn’t show up for 
work. He is also paying her daughter out 
of the taxpayers’ funds. Ms. Smith told 
us that illness had kept her from the of­ 
fice and that she was not favored 
because of her c lo se personal 
relationship with the divorced Hinshaw. 
— Most outrageous of all, Hinshaw has 
used his membership on the House Post 
Office Committee to squeeze informa­ 
tion helpful to his legal defense out of the 
Post Office and the FBI. 
He used his congressional power, for 
example, to compel the Post Office to 
send the committee a 14-page breakdown 
of all mail covers requested by Califor­ 
nia authorities from 1968 through 1975.

Hinshaw would like to prove that his 
mail was tampered with, which would 
give him legal grounds to overturn his 
conviction. Thus the data he requested 
from the Post Office could have been 
vital to him. 
Our study of the committee transcripts 
also shows that Hinshaw used his right to 
cross-examine witnesses to discover 
whether his mail had ever been opened. 
On October I, he asked James Adams, 
assistant to FBI chief Clarence Kelley 
“Now, would you personally be in a posi­ 
tion to know whether or not there would 
be a type of do-noLfile system for mail 
openings or mail covers or mail surveys 
on prominent government officials?” 
Adams tried to assure Hinshaw that 
his mail had not been tampered with. 
Hinshaw then tried another approach 
and pressed him for names of all those 
who had ordered mail covers. 
Still not satisfied, Hinshaw demanded 
related information three more times, 
when the committee questioned Adams 
and Deputy Attorney General Richard 
Thornburgh behind closed doors. 
On November 5, Hinshaw used his con­ 
gressional clout again to seek informa­ 
tion which might have helped his trial, 
then only two months away. On this oc­ 
casion, the witness was the chief postal 
inspector, Neil Benson. 
“Can you tell me,” inquired Hinshaw, 
“what the actual procedures are ... if a 
local district attorney, for example, 
were to ask for a mail cover?” 
Benson did his best to give straight 
answers, but Hinshaw buzz-sawed him 
with continued questions. He inquired 
about mail covers requested by state 
agencies and suggested that those whose 
mail was “covered” should be informed 
of it. 
The congressman from California also 
speculated grumpily whether “mail 
covers by state and local law enforce­ 
ment officers are really helpful” and 
suggested that the California authorities 
who requested mail covers should be in­ 
vestigated. 
At one point, Benson answered 
Hinshaw’s barrage of questions by tell­ 
ing him bluntly that mail covers had 
been provided to California authorities 
“for investigating a felony-type crime." 
He didn’t say whether he was referring 
to Hinshaw's own case. 
Footnote: Hinshaw didn’t return our 
telephone calls and wasn’t available 
when we visited his office. But after we 
began our probe, he sent around a note to 
his staff saying "under no circumstances 
is anyone to reply to any oral or written 
inquiry requesting items of a personal 
nature without personal clearance from 
me." Both Cleary and Mrs. Ford said 
they saw nothing wrong with their con­ 
tributions. 
CONFIDENTIAL CABLES: The U.S. 
embassy in Nassau has sent confidential 
warnings to the State Department that 
the Bahamas government has arrested 
IOO young Americans on drug charges. 
Many more may wind up behind bars 
in the Bahamas, the cables warn. Most 
of those now in jail "are inexperienced 
travelers who are generally young, naive 
and astonished to find that current 
American attitudes about marijuana are 
not reflected in the Bahamas,” stated 
one airgram. 
“Nearly all of them are arrested by 
Bahamian Customs at Nassau airport," 
adds the airgram. “In almost every 
case, a few marijuana cigarettes are in­ 
volved." 
The embassy urges that warnings be 
lasted at airports and ports of embarka­ 
tion for the Bahamas.

1. The victory by Mr. Ford, although 
anticipated, was on a grand scale.

a home-town boy. One can never know 
how great that drag is, mostly because 
people tend to refuse to confess to a 
pollster that it has any significance at all 
— it is assumed to be parochial to vote 
for the local boy, unlike for the local 
sports team. Coldwater carried Arizona, 
and a very few other states. But when 
the fever is really running, you can lose 
even your own home state, as George 
McGovern discovered. And some 
thought that such a fever was running for 
Reagan. 
And, of course, Ford had the disadvan­ 
tage that Michigan in 1972 had come out 
for Wallace. A state that heavily exer­ 
cised, that recently, over fundamental 
matters would in the normal course have 
been attracted to Reagan, whose objec­ 
tions to the drift of U.S. policy are more 
fundamentally stated than Ford’s. Under 
the circumstances, the victory of Ford 
was particularly striking. 
3. Both Ford and Reagan tried out new 
techniques. Ford guessed right, Reagan 
wrong. Ford put it on the line: if you turn 
me down in Michigan, you are throwing 
me out of the White House He did this 
without, however, disparaging Reagan. 
And his well publicized train-trip was a 
return to the kind of frontier-politics 
Ford is best at. When you make whistle- 
stop appearances, perforce you give 
short speeches. The shorter Mr. Ford’s 
speeches, the more alluring. Reagan, by 
contrast, stayed away and hoped his 
momentum would carry him in. His 
leisurely weekend schedule was designed 
on Ute one hand to permit him to give 
away the state of Michigan as naturally 
belonging to Ford if he lost; while also 
allowing him, if by chance he won, to 
suggest how easy it has now become for 
him to win. 
4. How does it now stand? It would ap­ 
pear obvious that Reagan will win the 
balance of the rim states, plus the all- 
important vote in California. While Ford 
will win in New Jersey, and Ohio. 
Now it is not yet established which of 
the two men is the “most popular” can­ 
didate. The point was nervously, and in-

effectively, made by the backers of 
Senator Hubert Humphrey in 1972 that 
although Senator McGovern had got 
away with the majority of the delegates, 
Humphrey had actually beaten 
McGovern in terms of total votes cast 
for him. 
The State of California threw this into 
dramatic focus, the rule there being (it 
has since been changed) that the winner 
of the primary contest takes IOO of the 
delegates. 
As things now stand, in the primaries 
in' which voters d eclare their 
preferences for an individual candidate 
Reagan has won 2,118,179 votes, and 
Ford 2,686,354 votes. Ford is ahead by a 
ratio of 55.9% against Reagan’s 44.1%. 
But Reagan has 514 pledged delegates, 
Ford only 432. Although this would ap­ 
pear to be democratic profanation, it 
can’t be readily established that it is any 


such thing. Because in several states in 
which Reagan won big blocs of 
delegates, the votes for Reagan 
delegates as opposed to votes for Ford 
delegates were not tabulated. It isn’t at 
this point clear whether it is possible to 
know what the net count is. 
That being the case, it is premature to 
say — anything. Probably we shall have 
to wait until there is a crystallization of 
Republican opinion. The establishmen- 
tarians will urge not so much the powers 
of Ford, as the security of Ford. The con­ 
servatives will continue to urge the 
proposition that anyone who can 
challenge a sitting president as effec­ 
tively as Reagan has done could, 
released from the shadow of the incum­ 
bent, make huge inroads into popular 
sentiment. The latter argument is, I 
think, if not conclusive, at least appeal­ 
ing.

Distorted reality 


A number of people are greatly con­ 
cerned that violence on television 
stimulates people to commit violence or 
aggressive acts, but two University of 
Pennsylvania researchers believe that 
we should be more concerned about how 
it distorts our view of the real world. 
For four years’ George Gerbner and 
Larry Gross have been 
surveying to find out 
how people are af­ 
fected by watching 
television. 
Heavy tv viewers 
"see the real world as 
more dangerous and 
frightening than those 
who watch very little 
tv,” they write in an 
article in Psychology 
Today magazine. 
They define heavy 
viewerss as those who 
watch television four or more hours a 
day. About a third of all adult Americans 
fall into this category, they say. Nearly 
half the children 12 years of age watch 
six or more hours of television daily on 
the average. 
When asked to estimate their own 
chances of being involved in some type of 
violence during any given week, heavy tv 
viewers were 33 per cent more likely 
than light viewers (those who watch two 
hours or less a day) to pick such fearful 
odds as 50-50 or one in IO, rather than the 
more accurate estimate of one in IOO. 


Heavy viewers were also more likely 
than light viewers to overestimate the 
number of males employed in law en­ 
forcement, apparently due to the fact 
that about 20 per cent of those pictured 
on television are engaged in law enforce­ 
ment compared to less than one per cent 
in the real world. 


As an example of how we tend to look 
on television characters as represen­ 
tatives of the real world, the researchers 
cite a stunning 250,000 letters that poured 
in requesting medical advice of "Marcus 
Welby, M D.” during the first five years 
of his practice on television. 
Television, say Gerbner and Gross, of­ 
fers “a universal curriculum that 
everyone can learn" — and therein lies 
its peril. The fact that most tv “action- 
adventure" dramas take place in urban 
settings may be contributing to the 
current flight of the middle class from 
our cities, they believe, and may also br­ 
ing increasing demands for police 
protection and election of law and order 
politicians.

I enjoyed the “ Thoughts While 
Shaving” anecdote in your column of 21 
May, regarding the Mesa County Valley, 
Colorado, school district, the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare 
and bilingual education. However, 
though enjoyable, your anecdote could 
not possibly be true!- 


First, Title VII of the Elem ental and 
Secondary Education Act, Bilingual 
Education, requires that any local 
educational agency desiring to imple­ 
ment a bilingual education program app­ 
ly through the medium of a very formal 
and complex program proposal for a 
grant of funds with which to implement 
the program. The proposal must be ap­ 
proved by an Advisory Committee of 
parents and community representatives, 
by the managing elements of the school 
district concerned, and in the case of 
Colorado, by the State Educational 
Agency. In view of this, it is difficult to 
rationalize how HEW could attempt to 
force a sweeping bilingual-bicultural 
education program on a school district 
not wanting it. 


Colorado is one of a few states which 
make bilingual education mandatory 
whenever a school district has more than 
a defined number of limited English 
speaking students, with the same home 
language, in any school. The Colorado 
law implementing this program was pas­ 
sed in 1975 and provides for a school dis­ 
trict to implement a bilingual education 
program even though it has less than the 
defined number of limited English 
speakers ... at the local educational 
agency’s option. If your anecdote has any 
basis in fact, this must be the genesis of 
the argument since I’m sure the defined 
number of limited English speaking stu­ 
dents required for a mandatory program 
is at least twenty (20). 


I’m no advocate of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare ... par­ 
ticularly the Office of Education. 
However, one you find enough basis in 
fact to rake them over the coals without 
having to blame them for something they 
could not possibly do. Hiis is most im­ 
portant when one considers the con­ 
troversial nature of bilingual education 
as a political issue and the recent com­ 
ments regarding it in your paper in the 
last few months.
